Meir: cease-fire pact 
led to air victory

THL AVIV. The Alignment 
Kicked off its joint Knesset-munici- 
pal election campaign yesterday 
evening with Prime Minister Golda 
Meir saying that what had happened 
with the Syrian planes had its 
roots in the agreement Israel made 
with the U.S. — against the dire 
prophecies of Herut — to accept a 
cease-fire in the war of attrition.
